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QUITTING THE KNIGHTS. 


The Shoemakers Grow Tired of Their 
Surroundings. 


NEw York, April 17.—About 300shoemakers 
of the shops of New York and vicinity 
met today and organized another union under 
the title of the anufacturing Shoemakers’ 
Benevolent and Protective union No. 1, This 
is the result of the quarrel of the Frank 
Campbell local assembly No 3,873, Tarrytown, 
this city, 
with Master Workman Quinn, disttict assen- 
bly 49, this city. This action will undoubtedly 
be followed by the withdrawal of aboat six 
thousand manufacturing shoemakers from 
the Knights of Labor. Frank Campbeil 
i petaon at the meeting and told 

is experience with Master Workman Quinn 
of district assembly No. 49. Campbell had ox- 
ecuted a contract between himself and his em- 
ployer, and it was sanctioned by the Knights 
of Laber, but when he refused to break this 
contract and good faith with his employer, and 
strike becavse ordered to do so, because he 
would not do this, the Quinns and Mec(uires 
and the Gills had held a midnight conclave, 
and crdered the Campbells to withdraw. 
He said Quinn had then 
called him a scab, and _ threatened 
him with a boycott all over the states. The 
man who ordered the strike at Hanahan’s had 
been only two years in business, and as a work- 
man cid nct knowashoe from a watch, and 
the speaker did not propose that his craft 
should longer submit to tlfe arrogance of a man 
who did not understand the trade he worked 
at. It wastime,he said, that the workmen 
put down these men. It comes to this, 
he ecded, _ that these men must 
be curtailed of their power to 
issue edicts affecting men who oppose 
them and their schemes. I do not propose that 
my little ones, like those of the longshoremen, 
shall be reduced to want ‘o please the loafers 
inthe Knights of Labor, against whom we 
now propese to act.”” These sentiments were 
roundly cheered by those present, aud the 
formal withdrawal from the Knights of Labor 
wes adopted. The shoe makers are exceeding- 
ly bitter, and as they wit draw they will enter 
the Naticnal Federation of Labor.

LAND GRABS IN MEXICO.

Americans Who Are Securing Large Tracts 
of Land, 

St. Lovis, April 17.—Advices from Mexico 
‘tate that the foHowing American investments 
in Mexican real estate have been closed re- 
cently: A syndicate composed of Chicago cap- 
italists and United States army officers have 
purchased a tract of 5,000,000 acres lying in 
the states of Coahulla, Durango and Chihua- 
hua, northern Mexico. The tract 
is traversed by the Mexican Cen- 
tral, and also by the International 
road, which Huntington is building from Eagle 
Pass to Laredo. Of this tract 1.000,000 acres is 
the finest cotton land in the country. Itisthe 
famous Laguna district, 

A company composed principally of Hart- 
ford, Conn,, capitalists has bought 500,000 acres 
lying in Sonora and Chihuahua, all grazing and 
agricultural land. 

A purchase of 235,000 acres has been made 
in the western part of Chihuahua by Utah 
men. As this tract is adjoining the Mormon 
colony, the purpose of the purchase can be 
readily guessed. 


THE MEXICAN PRESIDENCY. 


The Candidates Standing Off in Awe of 
Diaz. 

St. Louis, April 17.—A telegram from the 
City of Mexico, dated yesterday, says.the can- 
didates for the presidency aro in the city 
awaiting the action of congress. Nothing can 
be done until itis known whether President 
Diaz is to be hisown successor. Congress is 
not making any haste about it. There was 
not the slightest reference to the subject in 
either the senate chamber or the house of dep- 
uties last evening. The sentiment in favor of 
Diaz continuing in office is undoubtedly grow- 
ing. Whether the constitution shall be changed 
so as to allow him to remain in offite two years 
linger, so.as to re-elect him for another term 
of four years, has bsen a question. A com- 
mittee has reported in favor of an amendment 
allowing re-election. This committee says that 
in the opinion of its members two successive 
terms of the presidency will not endanger the 
republic by making it possible for a president 
to perpetuate his power. Asthe members of 
the cmmittee are all prominent liberals, 
their recommendation will have considerable 
weight. 


TORTUGA ISLAND. 


England Has Not Been Officially Forbidden 
to Seize the Island. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—Reports were in 
circulation at Key West, Fla. to the effect that 
Commander Greene, of the United States 
steamer Yantic, had officially forbidden the 
English men-of-war in the harbor of Port au 
Prince to carry out their threat of seizing the 
Island of Tortuga in satisfaction of a British 
claim against Hayti. 

It is positively denied at both the state de- 
partment and the navy department that the 
ecmmander ofthe Yantic took any such ac 


tion.

THE GREAT HISTORIAN, SPENDS 
THEDaY IN NASHVILLE. 7 


Where He Becomes the Guost of Mrs. Ex-President 
Foik- His Vivacity and Activity—The First 
Mestirg Between the Two in Thirty- 
Hight Years-Otber Notes, Zt, 


NASHVILLE, April 17.—{Special.] — George 
Bancroft,the historian arrived last evening from 
Louisville. A reporter boarded the train at 
College street crossing, and was the first to 
greet him. He was standing near the rear 
Coor of the parlor car ready to get off, but on 
learning the union depot was half a mile fur- 
ther on he resumed his seat. He was quick to 
epeak of the anticipated pleasure of his visit, 
and regretted to learn that Mrs. Polk has been 
indisposed. His first inquiry after the health 
of Mrs. Polk was of his old friend, Colonel J. 
George Harris, As the train stood by the de- 
pot Judge John M. Lea, Colonel Harris, Cap- 
tain William Stockell and General Taruston 
were present to receive him. As he was about 
ntering the carriage, and noticing that it was 
agcod night, he stepped back and said he 
would walk to the hotel. 

His German valet, Hermann, who has not 
been absent from him a single day sincs com- 
ing home with him from Germany, nearly 
thirteen years ago, and whoisthe only per- 
son with him, says that Mr. Bancroft sat on 
the rear platform of the car frequently on the 
jcurney here that he might enjoy the scenery 
between Louisville and Nashville. Mr. Ban- 
croft was in excellent spirits, and not at all fa- 
tigued from his journey from Washington, hav- 
ing stopped over one train in Louisville. He is 
apparently in robast health,and talked cheerily 
with the committee of gentlemen from the 
State Historical society as they rode from the 
depot. He was met there by Mr. and Mrs. G, 
W. Fall, and after conversing pleasantly for 
awhile went into the hotel diningroom 
and took 4 cup of hot 
black tea with toast, and soon afterwards re- 
tired to his room. He expressed a strong de 

ire to yisit the Hermitage while here. 

Mrs. Polk claims the exclusive privilege of 
entertaining Mr. Bancroft while here, a 
courtesy he courteously acknowledged last 
night by declining to accept the proffered at- 
tentions of the committee from the Historical 
eociety before learning Mre. Polk’s pleasure. 

A uimber of wealthy citizens have tendered 
the visitor the use of their carriages. The de- 
sire is very general to catch a glimpse of the 
eged but virile gentleman, and tomorrow’s 
reception will doubtless be a brilliant gather- 
ing. 

Mr. Bancroft éces not retire early, and wen 
out for a walka liitle after nine o’clock. A re- 
porter happening to join him on Church, near 
Vine, became an escort to the Polk mansion. 
Hermann, the faithful valet, rang the bell, 
and wken a maid opened the door Mr. Ban- 
croft asked, with great caution, if Mrs, Polk 
was still in her drawing-room. Ona learning 
that she had gone from it, he was about retir- 
ing, but Mrs. Fall heard his welcome voice, 
went qui¢kly forward and said Mrs, Polk 
could see him at once. 

Soon the vinerable lady appeared at the par- 
lor entrance, when he sprapg furward, stall 
holding his silk het, not having relinquished 
it, and said: 

“Dear Mrs. Polk, I am glad to see you look- 
ing so very weil.” 

“T am gratefal to yon, Mr. Bancro‘t, for hav- 
ing comego far to see us.” 

In response to her question about how many 
years tincethey met he ssid he never counted 
years when it concer ned alady’s age. They 
were seated, and many pleasant expressions 
of clden time friendship were exchanged, Mr. 
Bancroft congratulated her upon the magnifi- 
eent residence in which she lived, and she 
said that, like her, it was almost worn out. 

“No,” said he, “a good soul never wears 
out.” Although he claimed to be very much 
older. in the turn of 86, she informed him that 
she was but little behind that, and that she 
was ready forthe summons. He never feared 
death, but felt thatif the ‘old fellow” were 
to,utclutches on himhe might be like the 
man @ the fable, who thought he had called 


too soon. 


The meeting of these distinguished and ven- 
erable persons after thirty-eight years, is an 
event as rare as interesting. 

HOW HE PASSED THE DAY, 

Mr. Bancroft rose to early breakfast. this 
morning, and wasescorted to First Presbyteri- 
an church for servics at 11 o'clock, lunching 
informally atthe Polk place afterwards. One 
or two guestsonly had been invited to be 
present.

| GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


The Centurists Grewlug Weary of Their 
Position. 
NEW YorRK, April 17.—In the copyrighted 
ted prees telegrams from Berlin, it is 
stated that the Prussian parliament has held, 
probably, its final meeting, under the present 
constitution, at Strasburg on Thursday last. 
In the course of the sitting Herr Gradt, protes- 
ter member, asked Herr Puttkamer whether 
the government meant to interfere with indus- 
trial laws in reichstag. Puttkamer replied 
that ix dustrial regulations were contemplated. 
Gredt responded that such a measure would be 
a punishment for the feeling against the gov- 
ernment shown by the people of Alsace- 
Larraine during the last election. Tn reply to 
this charge Puttkamer said that the govern- 
ment aims only to secure order and peace in 
the country. An imperial decree closed the 
session after all the bills were voted, except 
the proposed new law relative to pensions for 
the reichstag oflicials. 
TO STAND NEUTRAL. 

The pope has instructed the bishops of Stras- 
burg avd Metz to direct the clergy of their 
dioceses to take no partinthe anti German 
agitation, and to abstain from fostering the 
sentiments displayed during the recent elec- 
ticn for members of the reichstag. This actof 
friendly neutrality is recognized in Berlin of- 
ficial circles as a proof of the earnest desire of 
the vatican not to conflict with Germany. 
Many vriests in Alsace Lorraine ardently in- 
cited the French sympathies of the people, and 
assisted the electoral successes of the protest- 
ors. The Cologne Gazette states that the gov- 
ernirent has obtained data showing that the 
greater number of mayors in Alsace-Lorraine 
belong to the protesters’ party. A bill will be 
submitted tothe reichstag abolishing French 
law still existing in those provinces, and 
obliging the government to select mayors from 
the municipal councils, and giviag the govera- 
ment absolute choice of mayors. 

ENFORCING THE DECREE. 

Tbe decree affecting Freuchmen traveling in 
Alsece- Lorraine has been enforced since Mon- 
day. The decree does not apply to Frenchmen 
who were sojourning in the provinces before 
the «dict was issued. According to its terms 
the mayors are ordeiel to instantly inform 
the central authorities of any French arrivals 
in their communes without passes. Commar. 
cial travelers-who are once provided with per- 
mits will be allowed to go where they please 
threnghout the provinces. The Alsace-Lorraine 
police have been instructed to apply the decree 
mildly for some time to come. Herr Stachling, 
a banker of Strasburg, has declined to be a 
protester candidate fur the reichstag to succeed 
Kable. Georges Froseh, a notary and a vehe- 
ment protesior, is a candidate. During the 
Easter vacation the tomb of Kable, in Stras- 
burg, was the scene of a demonstration by the 
center party. Deputations of municipal offi- 
cers, electoral : committees and numerous 
societies separately visited the grave and 
covered it with wreaths. As there was no great 
crowfl and no disorder the police did not in- 
torfere, 

THE TAXATION REFORM BILLS. 

The taxation reform bills were only sent to 
the bundesreth yesterday. The budget esti- 
mate of the spirit duty for the current year is 
that it will yield 38,000,000 marks. Ten years 
8g0 it was 35,000,000 marks. 
On sugar the duty this year 
is 55 000,000 marks, whereas a decade ago it 

» was 45,000,000 marks. Thoughit is thus made 
evident that fiscal reforms are neccessary and 
proposals that the government may make are 
cerlain to arouse sectional opposition, the 
conse zvatives are privately urging Bismarck 
toTi-perd tothoia.pending Kussian customs 
edicis, affecting German traders, by retaliation 
in the form ofan increase on the duties of Rus: 
sian corn. Other groups in the reichstag have 
nosympatby with this movement, without 
raising the worst forms of party passions, and 
likely toresult in sound practical legislation. 

THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL. 

The position of the parties on the ecclesias- 
tical bill, when it comes before the unterhaus 
Wednesday, points to the acceptance by the 
center of the billas it left the oberhaus;, but 
their absolute refusal to accept the bill is cer- 
tain if any of the Kopp amendments are 
stricken out. The papal nuncio at Munich has 
again been the medium to inform Windthorst, 
Count Ballestrem and other clericals as to the 
policy of the vatican. The centrists are left 
full liberty to urge the insertion of amend- 
ments to the ceclesiastical bill which were re- 
jected by Bishop Kopp in the oberhau;,. but are 
reccmmenced not to compromise the’ accord 
between the curia and the government by re- 
fusing the whole bill if amendments are again 
rejected. -Instructions sent to the bishops to 
ure their influence to maintain the entenate 
cordiale between the centrists and the state 
were received with sullen submission. 

WILL WINDTHORST RESIGN, 

The vatican is again agitated by reports that 
Windthorst desires to resign his position as 
leeder of the clerical?, and to forega politics 
altogether. It iscertain that Windthorst has

church and Prussia. For a time the center 
party must hold itself in an expectant 
attitude, and abstain from its former tactics of 
waging an unceasing battle against the state, 
and must vote for the bill and awaitaturn in 
the orders of the vatican.

LONDON, April 18.—The Times as a proof of 
its assertion at the conclusion of its articles on 
Parnellism and-crime, that it had farther doca- 
mentary evidence, prints a fac simile of a letter 
signed by Parnell, and supposed to have been 
addressed to Eagan, to pacify 


his subordinates when Parnell 
publicly denounced the Phcenix park marder- 


sheet of note paper, and is in a strange hand- 
writing. “Yours, very truly, Charles 8. Par- 
nei,” in Parnell’s writing, is at the top of the 
other leaf. The Times suggests the signature 
was thus written so it could be torn off if 
necessary. The lelter, which is dated simply 
15, 5, 2, without am address, is as follews: 

Deus Sir: Lam not surprised at your friend’s 
anger, but he and you should know that to de- 
nounce the murders was the only course open to 
us. Todothat promptly was plainly our best 
policy, but you can tel! him and. all others con- 
cerned that though I regret the accident of Lord 
Cavercish’s death, I cannot refuse to admit that 
Burke got no more than his deserts. You are at 
liberty to show him this.and others whom you can 
trust aiso, but let pot my’address be known. He 
can write to the house of commons.

Mr. Parnell cannot expect that a simple repudia- 
tion of the letter will have any weight with public 
opinion.

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CONVICTS STRIKE. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA PENITEN- 
TIARY IN GREAT EXCITEMENT. 


Tbe Strip«d Inbabitants Take Charge of the Building 
and Defy the Officers—The Troops Called Out~— 
Tbe Convicts Display Red Bancsers From 
the Windows—Facts of the Strike. 


RaLeicnH, N.C., April 17.—[Special.]—Yes- 
terday evening this city was thrown int) a 
state of high excitement bythe riot alarm be- 
ing given. The cause of the alarm was a tele- 
phone message from the venitentiary asking 
the aid of the police and military. The Gov- 
ernor’s Guards, under the command of Captain 
Englebard, assembled at the armory and theace 
went to the penitentiary, a half mile west of 
the city, while the police and many citizens 
also hastened to the scene of trouble. Your 
correspondent went there and found the troops 
at the main entrance awaiting a further call 
from Colonel Hicks, the warden of the peni- 
tentiary. Oninquiry as to the cause of the 
trouble, it wes ascertained to be as follows: 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Just before seven o’clock, while the convicts 
were in the yard, a negro prisoner named Jim 
Lewis, from New Hanover county, drow a 
knife and made threats to kill anybody and 
everybody. The guards surrounded him, and 
finally one of them struck him sucha sharp 
blow that he dropped the knife. He was then 
seized and taken to the hospital. As soon as 
Lewis was struck some of the other convicts 
shouted out thet he was killed. Upon this it 
appears the convicts made signs as if preparing 
for a rush and the guards ran for their gans. 
It was not desired to kill the convicts, but to 
overawe them. The convicts gathered 
in the rear of the yard and blocked 
the corridors and shouted ‘and yelled, but re- 
fused to enter the calls. Thereupon a call for 
the police and troops was sent out. The negro 
Lewis, who started the trouble, is in for life 
for rape, and isa bad man. An oflicial at the 
penitentiary said that he was no doubt the 
ringleader in what was a plot for mutiny. The 
convicts are so welland kindly treated that 
they have become bold, and the people in the 
city were greatly alarmed. To add to the 
trouble the gas went out, and altogether it 
was decidedly an unpleasant evening. 

THE TROOPS ENTER, 

The troops entered the penitentiary about 
rine o’clock last night. Atthat hour, all of 
two hundred and fifty convicts where in cells 
save about sixty, allof whom were negroes. 
These tore up a part of the brick 
pavement of the cell corridor,jbut made no at 
tempt atattack. At midnight the gas was 
again turned on, and the greatsbuilding’ was il- 
luminated. No farther attempt was made to 
force the convicts into the cells. The muti- 
neers assembled in the corridors and swore and 
shouted. This morning they went into te 
large room known as the Sunday school room. 

THE RIOT ALARM, 

was given in the city, and more white troops 
went out to the penitentiary, while the 
colored copany assembled at the 
armory in readiness for the _ call. 
The convicts waved red fags from the windows 
of the prison, which were observed by hun- 
dreds of persons who had assembled near the 
building. The convicts were not so noisy this 
morning, but appeared to be holding some sort 
of a meeting. The taik they indulged in was 
very violent. Acjatant-General Jones and 
Warden Hicks, of the prison, had a conference 
with Governor Scales, who gave instructions 
that bloodshed must be resorted to only a3 an 
extreme measure, but it must foliow the slight- 
est attempt to escape or attack. He placed the 
militasy under the control of Warden Hicks. 
The latter and a member of the board of 
directors of the institution spoke 
the convicts, The latter refused to go in the 
cells, saying that they wanted certain 
grievances redressed. The authorities in- 
formed the convicts that they must surrender 
and obey the regulations, and refused to make 
any terms. The convicts then promised to 
obey and enter the cells this evening at the 
usual hour for lecking up. The troops were 
then withdrawn: The convicts kept their 
word and at 6 o’clock werelocked in. The ex- 
citement here was remarkable, and was made 
more intense by the evident sympathy of some 
outsiders with the mutinous convicts. 


DEATH ON THE GARROTE. 


A Dreadful Picture of Capital Panishment 
in Spain. 


Today by 10 o’clock in the morning Alvarez 
Oliva, the murderer of Juan Ximenes, the 
notary, was garroted. As an enterprising tour- 
ist, desirous of seeing everything possible to 
see, 1 was present at the execution, writes a 
correspondent of the Paris Figaro, and I make 
the following hasty account of the various in- 
cidents of the dismal holiday while not more 
than two steps away from the place of execu- 
tion. 

I use the word holiday designedly. 

The foreigner who this morning saw the 
Puorto del Sor the first time would have 
thought Madrid had gone wild with noisy mer- 
riment—just as upon the éccasion of some royal 
ceremony. at the ancient church of Antocha, or 
of some great bull fight exhibition under the 
management of Cartijo Mazzantini. Tne 
manolas never looked more attractive. Their 
great black eyes were lustrous with joy, and 
amid a great fluttering of fans and marvelous 
bursts of laughter, they wended their way in 
groups to the sinister Plaza del aire puro, ham- 
ming the latest popular malaguenas, swaying 
their hips as they walked, and insolently 
jostling the honest market people who bur- 
dened the sidewalks with heaps of enormous 
pimentos and calabashes of the gqueerest 
shapes, 

kiding superb Andalusian horses with small 
heads and finely arched necks—horses that 
seemed to have stepped out of some canvas by 
Valasquez—the elegant young men of the city 
passed by at a canter, all delicately gloved and 
wearing tuberoses at their buttonholes, as if 
they were going to the Retiro to wait for the 
advent of the open carriage of some belle. 

It was 9 o’clock in the morning when I left 
my house. Although the heat was already 
overwhelming, I resolved to go on fodt from 
the corner of the Salle de Alcala to the place 
of execution. The nearer I approached the 
eguare the more compact became the crowd. 
To proceed at all soon became impossible. The 
crowding and pushing, however, only in- 
creased the merriment of the mischievous 
girls of Madrid, who were being amoronsly 
pincked every once in a while by the soldiers 
of the line—and in regard to gallaotry the 
Spenish soldier is quite a match for his French 
brother. 

Then you would hear bursts of feigned in- 
digpation, “Vaya V.al demonio,” (“Go to the 
devil,’”’) endless bursts of laughter, and whacks 
with fans that would send helmets and cock- 
ades rolling in the dust. 

Suddenly the crowd halts and a great silence 
falls. A cloee carriage, with blinds down, ¢s- 
corted by a picket of civil rds, slowly 
passes through the press. 6 can follow it 
without hurrying ourselves. 

‘In a little while the place of execution ap- 
pears before me, th with a multitu 
— like a tide, and up from the sea of 

the white mast of the scaffold,

| bkea crown of steel. In a little while the 


executioner will attach it to a DOSt against 
which the criminal is to be faste~ed. Tae 
final preparations consumed considerab‘s time, 
so that I was well able to make a lIcisarely @x- 
amination of the sinister locality whither cu- 
riosity had drawn me for the purpose of stady- . 
ing the physiognomy of the great pushing or 
equeezing crowd. As always, and in all placas, 
the women were the most numerous, The 
plaza where the execution took place is on 
very high ground, and the pure air one 
breathes there must increases the criminals re- 
giet for life at the moment when his respira- 
ticn is about to be cut short forever. The 
houses surrounding it, mostly of humble as- 
pect, are widely int . Between thems 
stranger who loves classic landscapes can ob- 
tain a good view of the sunburned ani yellow 
plains of Nueva Castilla and the bluish moun- 
tains of Guadamara in the horizon. 

The deploy of military forces about ths scaf- 
fuld was considerable. 1 counted no less thaa 
six detachments of different corps There 
were lancers with Prussian shaped helmets of 
brass, gendarmes in black with yellow straps 
and belts and white trimmings, blue uniformed 
light cavalry, infantry, provincial guards with 
red caps. The martial deportment of thesa 
men, nearly all young, strong and handsome, 
impressed me very much. “What is that little 
bell I hear ringiog so long?” I asked my neigh- 
bor, an old Navarrese peasant, whom Gustave 
Dore would have taken for a model and who, 
while chewing the end of an extinguished 
cigar, kept passing the beads of a rosary be- 
tween his thin bony fingers. 

“That,” he replied, ‘is the collector's bell.” 

Then Isaw coming toward me through the 
crowd a sort of sacristan, wearing a red skull- 
cap, and carrying in front of him, supported 
by astrap passed around his neck,a groat 
green box like a barrel organ. It was really 
shes ped, however, like a gigantic poor box, such 
as are placed in churches; and on its side were 
painted, In great, big letters, the words: Pazy 
Caridad (‘Peace and charity’’). 

“Drop an alms into it,’’ the old man said to 
me; “it will go to have masses said fur the re- 
pore of the soul of Alvarez Oliva.” 

“Certainly, old friend,” Ianswered. “Here 
are ten reales. You drop them in for me. San 
Isidor will be just as thankful to me asif I pat 
them in myseif.” The way the old man looks 
at me could not be described. While I pre- 
tended to look another way I see the silver 
coin vanish into the depth of his Navarrese-s 
vert pocket. Poor fellow! He will live on 
that fora whole week. The Spaniard 1s sober. 
Will the soul of Alvarez Oliva be any worse 
eff? Hardly, I think; forthe old peasant will 
be sure during the rest of his life to pray for 
the soul cf the rascal who brought him such 
good Juck. 

Now there isa great movement around the 
scaffold. The soldiers close their ranks aud 
three men approach the scaffold. One of them 
ascends it. Itis the executioner. He is thin, 
low sized and looks about 40 yearsold. While 
waiting for his victim he keeps walking nerv- 
cusly to and fro with his hands behiad his 
back and his head down. From time to time 
he stops and looks at the argolla (the “gar- 
rote’) with a suspicious expression of counte- 
nance. Perhaps heis afraid of the power of 
resistance possessed by the cervical vertebra 
of Alvarez, and is, therefore, afraid of losing 
his bounty. 

Noisy as it was a little while ago, the crowd 
now suddenly becomes silent. Some women 
are turning pale; and one can feel that a ner- 
vous excitement weighs uponthe crowd. A 
low rumbling is heard. It isthe black carriage 
that bears the condemned man, It stops at 
the foot of the scaffold; and the criminal is 


_s00n painfully climbing the twelve high ste 
of ofe 


the diemal scaffold, leaning on the arm 
priest. Another priest precedes him, lifting 
very high an immense crucifix toward which 
the condemned man strives to turn his terrur- 
stricken face. Alvarez Oliva is not yet 25 
ycars old: and it_was believed that the savage 
energy he had displayed in committing his 
crime, together with the vigorous youth would 
give him the strength to face death. But noth- 
ing of the kind isnow shown by him; and 
really it wes too much to expect of a man whe 
knew his fate forty-eight hours ago, and who, 
while listening to the funeral chants in the 
prison chapel), must have beheld all kiads of 
hideous visions passing before him. 

This rule of obligiag the condemned to lis- 
teu during thetwo nights precediog his exe- 
cution to an interminable series of prayers, re- 
quiems, De Profundis chants, uttered for the 
repese of his soul by all his feilow crimina'ls— 
seems to me something atrocious; and I can 
see it in a last vestige of the ferocious made- 
val mysticism of Spain, with all its uncon- 
scious cruelty. As I stood on an elevation 
over-looking the scaffold, I was able to observe 
all the details of the last scene of the tragedy. 
The condemned man mechanically yielded 
himself up to the executioner. The latter eat 
him down et the foot of the post, with his 
back to it, and then tied his hands and feet 
bard and fast. He did aj! this without harry- 
ing himself in the least, and with all that dig- 
nified indifference which characterizes the 
Spanish fanctionary in the discharge of his 
duty. If the preparations had lasted even a 
few seconds longer I believe I should have lost 
all of my own self-control. I could hear my 
heart thumping in my breast, and every mo- 
ment or two somethiug like a veil came before 
my eyes. 

You could not hear even a whisper in the 
crowd. While one of the priests pressed a 
crucifix to the colorless lips of tite sufferer, an- 
other was murmuring words of consolation and 
hope into hisear. But the wrecthed man wag 
not listening. His expressionless face had a 
waxen pallor, and his eyes, as they wandered 
over the ocean of faces before him, already 
seemed dim with the dimness of death. 

He started considerably when the execn- 
tioner placed the iron collar about his neck, 
and I observed his mouth contract. Then, 
however, a white covering thrown over his 
features hid them from further observation. 
The executioner then gave two or three turns 
of the screws connected with the instrument 
of death. The bones of the neck cracked, a 
long trembling ran through the whole body, 
the arms twisted outward, the legs iaward. 
Alvarez Oliva was dead. 

The priests took off their square caps, as if 
to salute the soul passing by, and the execu- 
tioner removed the covering that concealed the 
dead man’s face. That face, which had been 
£0 ida moment before, was now purple. 
The tumified [tongue protruded from the 
mouth and the bloody eyes had spurted out of 
their sockets. The head had fallen slightly 
toward the right shoulder, and the black miter, 
with white cross. that had been placed upon 
it, seemed about to fall off. 

The crowd ebbed away silently, evidently 
much affected, while two gendarmes with rifles 
mounted guard at the foot of the scaffold, 
where the corpse was to remain until evening, 
when .the corporation of female mourners 
would escort it to the cemetery of executed 
cimivals, with long, piercing cries of 
lamentation, like the Y! yu! yu! of Arab wo-

Colonel B. W..Frobell placed at 
the disposal of the party two coaches, and 
both were pretty well filled.” Among the ex- 
cursionists were J. F. Hanson, Judge Kit War- 
ren, Mr. and Mrs. Crawford, of the Hotel L:- 
nier; Messrs, Frobelland Palmer, of the road; 
Judge Gus. Cabaniss, Hon. J. H. Blount, Colo- 
nel and Mrs. R. V. Hardeman, W. Ii. Jones, C. 
C. Balkcom, Rabe Phillips, Mrs: Reeves, of the 
National hotel; W. C. Lyon, Jadge J. A. Mc- 
Manus, anda number of others. The train 
ran.through to Hillsboro without accident, 
and with no unnecessary delay. The day was 
perfect, except there was a little too much 
wind blowing. 

As the train reached Hillsboro crowds of 
poople could be seen lining the banks on either 
side, and as we came toa stop, this crowd of 
happy Jasper county folks gathered around us 
and right royal was our receptien. 

Up on the bill,in the midss of what was once 
a thriving town, the long@its had been dug, 
aud the carcasses of sheep and shote were toast- 
ing over the hickory ashes in juicy fragrance, 
and the emell of a sweet savor ascended there- 
from. 

Seats hed been prepared and near the pits a 
platform was erected for the convenience of 
sper hers. 

While thecooks and the managers were lay- 
ing the table several prominent gentle- 
men aired their eloquence in the regalar 
old jolly fourth of July style from the stand. 
An appreciative ; audience crowded under the 
shadow of the great oak and listened to these 
wild bursts of rhetoric 

Colonel Preston made a rattling speech, 
welcoming the railroad ‘“‘fur which,” said ho, 
“Jasper county was waiting these six thousand 

ears.” He pictured in glowing colors tle 
prosperity that mutt inevitably follow, paid, 
like a trne Georgian, bis tribute to the mem- 
ovy ef Fen Hill and other illustrious men who 
were proud to claim Jasper county as the place 
of their nativity. 

J. F, Wansen was then introduced and deliv- 
ered a god, sensible talk to the farmers, 

Colonel B. W. Frebel followed, acknowledg- 
ing the compliments paid him by the speakers 
ard the citizens at large. Hoa. Jim Blount 
then mounted the rostrum, and with character- 
istic geniality got off one of those happy little 
addregses that he knows so well how to de- 
liver. 

Mr. Keel followed in a short speech that was 
much enjoyed. Then Jadge Warren, the only 
and immortal Kit,was called out, and for a few 
minutes he kept the crowd laughing by his 
witty anecdotes, He started out by saying that 
his recollections did not exteud back as far as 
Colonel Preston’s. “Therefore, I cannot vouch 
for his statement that Jasper county has been 
waiting 6,000 years for the railroad.” 

This speech ended the matter, and the 
crowd adjourned tothe picnicking grounds, 
lecated in the shade of some lordly oaks, and 
made a combined assault on the bountiful sup- 
ply of viands provided for the occasion. Be- 
sides the traditional “barbecue,” done in the 
most perfect style, there were cakes and pies, 
snd cold meats in abundance, and all ate and 
were filled. 

After a stroll about the little town, and many 
exchanges of compliments and good wishes, 
the party returned to Macon, each individual 
voting the whole affair a great success. Colo- 
nel B. W. Frobel and his coadjutors were ten- 
dered a vote of thanks for the pains they had 
taken to insure a good time for everybody. 

As for the Jasper county folks, the most 
grateful acknowledgements would have fallea 
short of repaying their painstaking kindnass 
to the visiters. 

NOTES, 

During the morning Dr. Garland drove Jadge 
Kit Warren and THE CONSTITUTION man out 
to the home of Colonel Greer, where Ben Hill 
was born, The route from Hillsboro is by 
awinding road. forthe distance of a mile, 
though a beautiful undulating country of field 
and forest. 

First we passed the old academy where the 
future statesman acquired the rudiments of au 
education. It is an unpretentious little 
wooden building, one story in height, and was 
a flourishing school seventy-five years ago. 
There Bob Trippe, Ben Hill, and the future 
Jucge Cabaniss plodded through the toilsome 
paths of learning. It was here that his teacher 
told Ben‘ “My boy, you have the capacity of 
acquiring knowledge equal toany six of my 
cther students.”’” When Sherman burned the 
Masonic Lodge hotel and all the stores, he 
spared this, as well asa part of the old tumble- 
down weedshop, just above. There it stands 
today, its time-scarred walls fraught with the 
reminiscences of a past thatis mvure like ro- 
mance than history. 

Further along to the right of the road stands 

the old house that Ben Hill's great grand- 
father built a century ago. In the forks of the 
road, near by, he built a log shanty which 
was the first, and for years the only store in 
Hillsboro, 
_ Leaving the town we entered a deep wood, 
in the midst of which isa square of rock para- 
pet that was once the foundations of the famous 
old Methodist church, erected by the pioneer 
Christians in the olden time. A turn to the 
right and a short drive brought us to the top 
of a bill on which stands the identical log 
house in the south room of which—it was a 
two room structure—the great Hill firat saw 
the light, some sixty-five years ago. 

Metaphorically. we doffed our sandals as we 
entered the yard, for we felt that we were 
treading on holy ground. Some rugged and 
storm-beaten old cedars, and a few oild-fash- 
ioned roses adorn the yard, and those ever- 
lasting old friends, the oiks, 
stretched wide their sheltering 
arms above this historic home. 

The house has been added to,and weather- 
boarded since sawmills came in fashion, bat 
there are two or three old outhouses that re- 
Inain as they were when little Ben frolicked 
about in search of hen nests and rat holes. 

The party returned to Hillsboro much 
pleased with the trip, and truly gratefal for 
the kind attentions of Dr. Garland.

KISSANE’S FRIEND. 


One Man Who thinks the Millionaire More 
Sinned Against than Sinning. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., April 14.—Alonzo 
Chapin, who lives here, and has for more than 
twenty-five years, and whose name has been 
used in connection with the Kissane reported 
confession, was seen by your representative to- 
night. It was with reluctance that he talxed 
about the affair at all,as he said he could not 
see what good could come of an interview with 
him. If he could in any way help clear Kis- 
sane from being a party, directly or indirectly, 
to the burning of the steamer Martha Washing- 
ton, he would gladly render all the informa- 
tion that he could. Kissane he regarded as a 
man more tinned against than sinning; one 
that incurred the enmity of his business asso- 
ciates on account of his success. Instead of 
being embarrassed at the time he loaded the 
boat bis house was not only solid, but doing a 
thriving, profitable business. The story told 
by the Globe Democrat to the effect that Kis- 
sane had burned his factory and Proctor & 
Gamble’s at Cincinnaii, he pronounced a false- 
hood, and explained that Kissane was out of 
the city at the time, and as the trade of the 
firm was unusually large then the theory was 
not possible. Kissane spent $75,000 in defend-- 
ipg Dimself in lawsuits, and the result was his 
policies were paid in fall, although Sid Burton 
had to promise to make all void in Kissane’s 
case. 

Such eminent counsel as Tom Ewing, George 

H. Perdleton and Mr. Stansbury appeared for 
the defense. When the prosecution closed the 
other side rested, and the jury retarned ver- 
dicts for Kissane witnout leaving the box. So 
when Captain Cummings was acquitted of 
burning the Martha Washington at Helena, 
although Burton and his pals testified against 
him, 2 verdict cf not guilty was promptly re- 
turned, the counsel recognizing the weakness 
of the state’s case so keenly that they made no 
argument. Mr. Chapin admitted the marriage 
of Captain Cummings to Miss Chapin, his sis- 
ter, but denied that any such scene as described 
ever took place between her and Mr. Burton. 
Mr. Chapin said Mr. Burton wasa dangerous 
‘man because he was cranky in his idea that 
merchants were in the practice of causing boats 
to be burned on which they had bogus insurance. 
The proof in the criminal action against Cum- 
mings showad that the Martha Washington 
was & vessel of 675 tons capacity and that she 
was cairying but 600 tons. of freight, but that 
when the passengers went aboard they had to 
wade through water which had crowded over 
the guards. Many of the passengers becoming 
frightened left the steamer at Louisville, fear- 
ing to go farther. 

Kissane, he remarked, went to the Nicaragua 
campaign, and told him that while it failed of 
its object, yet he had come back from it rich. 
Mr. Chapin said he probably is more familliar 
with the true story of the burning of the Mar- 
tha Washington than any other person now 
living, but he would not tell the details, as he 
said he was well paid for his labor, and said that 
not less than $100 would be any temtation.

Probably congress never gave a better 
illustration of its power to do eyil than in the 
passege of this bill. 


Mr. GEoRGE I. SENEY, of Brooklyn, has 
again become a very rich man. One of the 
uses to which he is devoting his new wealth 
is the accumulation of art treasures. It will 
be remembered that when Mr. Seney failed 
four years ago he gave up everything to his 
creditors. His superb art gallery and a rich 
collection of family silver were not spared. 
Mr. Seney at 52 began life agaia and in four 
years has made another great fortune. He 
uses his money now as liberally as he did in 
the days of his former prosperity. The oth- 
er day he donated to the Metropolitan mu- 
seum of art $40,000 worth of American and 
foreign paintings. Now he is exhibiting his 
private gallery and gives the proceeds to 
charity. The collection is large and splen- 
did. Mr. Seney has tens of thousands of 
friends in Georgia who will rejoice to learn 
of his prosperity.

A Central American Confederacy. 
The various states of Central America 


seem to have come to the conclusion that in * 


union there is strength. Only a few years 
ago these governments were in a state of per- 
petual turmoil. When they were not war- 
ring with each other they were fighting 
among themselves. Revolutions, insurrec- 
| tions and petty conquests crushed all the 
germs of industrial life, perverted the ener- 
gies and degraded the morals of the people. 
Now the conditions of Central America 
are completely changed. A few strong men 
arose in the petty republics, ad, aspiring to 
general conquest, demonstrated ‘he value of 
'  eoncentrated power ff such a country. The 
‘and their growing strengtl bes inspired mu-) 
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tual respect. Realizing the improvemea's 
which have followed a suspension of their 
old time hostilities, they are now beginning 
to look to still bigher possibilities. Their 
best leaders think the true prosperity of 
these states lies in confederation. The con- 
gress recently held in Guatemala went far 
toward accomplishing this result. A strong 
alliance between the states was established. 
Trade between them will be unrestricted. 
All maiters of dispute will be henceforth 
left to ‘arbitration. A league, offensive and 
defensive, bas been formed for mutual pro- 
tection. While the local governments of 
the states are sti] recognized as they stood 
before, a citizen of one becomes a citizen of 
al) under the new treaty. The questions of 
assimilating constitutional priaciples, civil 
and criminal codes, weights, measures and 
currency are now being considered, and will 
probably be settled in favor of uniformity. 

Thus it will be seen that the Central 
American states have already virtually 
formed a confederation. It will doubtless 
become more and more centralized until 
these petty republics are eventually fused 
into one government, though state lines may 
still be observed and certain local laws main- 
tained. The confederation is regarded as 
the beginning of a new eraof prosperity and 
progress for these states. 


The Cotton Movemont. 

The New York Chronicle, in its weekly 
cotton review, says that for the week end- 
ing Friday evening, the 15th, the total ro- 
ceipts have reached 21,627 bales, against 
29,308 bales last week, 34,115 bales the pre- 
vious week and 46,298 bales three waeks 
since; making the total receipts since the 
lst of September, 1886, 5,091,818 bales, 
against 4,954,929 bales for the same period 
of 1885 86, showing an increase since Sep- 
tember Ist, 1886, of 136,889 bales.

to Great Britain—to France and 14,495 to 
the rest of the continent. The imports in‘o 
continental ports this week have been 9),- 
O0O bales. There is an increase in. the cot- 
ton in sight Friday night, of 31,363 bales as 
compared with the same date of lss6, aa 
increase of 42,100 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1885 and a de- 
crease of 234,675 bales as compared with 
1884, 

The old interior stocks have decrease? 
during the week 12,157 bales and were, 
Friday night, 173,759 bales less than at the 
same period last year. The receipts at the 
same towns have been 5,612 bales less than 
the same week last year, and since Septem- 
ber ist the receipts at all the towns are 64,- 
451 bales more than for the same time in 
1&e5 8 

The increase in. the amount in sight Fri- 
day night, as compared with last year, is 
15,665 bales, the increase, a3 compared with 
1884-85 1s 687,581 bales, and the increase 
over 1885 84 is 701,724 bales. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September Ist, 1886, are 5,162,804 
bales; in 1885-86 were 
1884-85 were 4,725,426 bales. Although 
the receipts at the outports the past week 
were 21,627 bales, the actual movement 
from plantations was only 8,453 bales, the 
balance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipis from 
the plantations for the same week were 
32,571 bales and-for 1285 they were 12,649 
bales,

If Kissane’s main idea was 
safety, and it it was his settled purpose not 
to square up with those whom he had de- 
franded, it is strange that. he did not com- 
mit one more crime and put his most dan- 
gerous enemy out of the way. 

We donot take much stock in Dr. Tal- 
mage’s repentant sinner. Occasionally a 
man who has steeped himself in vice and 
csime changes his course, professes to repent 
and becomes a religious zealot, without re- 
pairing, or attempting to repair, the wrongs 
he has inflicted upon others, In some in- 
stances such men have had the right hand of 
fellowship extended to them by good peo- 
ple, and by the world generally. But not 
often. Weare not all fools, and there are 
times when we feel disposed to insist that 
aman’s profession of repentance shall be 
tested by his readiness to do what is right 
and just. 


A State Versus a Monopoly. 

The suit brought in the name of the state 
of Louisiana against the American Cotton 
Seed Oil Trust and all its agents and repre- 
sentatives in that state bids fair to become a 
celebrated case. 

In his petition the attorney general of 
Louisiana alleges that the Oil Trust com- 
pany is an illegal, immoral and corrupt as- 
sociation, the objects and aims of which are 
in contravention of the constitution and 
laws of the state; that having never been 
incorporated it illegally exercises the fran- 
chise of a corporation, and is a gigantic mo- 
nopoly operated against the public interest. 
The petition tells how the company crushed 
ont opposition and finally secured control of 
a majority of the cotton seed oil mills in the 
esoutb, and how it fraudulently depreciated 
the value of cotton seed from six to eight 
dollars per ton, and issued in Louisiana $4,- 
000,600 of fictitious stock, 

For these reasons the attorney general 
asks that this monopoly be suppressed and 
destroyed, and that its agents in- Louisiana 
be erjoined from entering into contracts for 
it, and that a receiver be appointed to take 
charge of the concern.

The French Giving Up Smoking. 
From the London Telegraph, 

The growing virtue ef the French in the 
ratter of tobacco smoking bids fair to create yet 
another difficulty in the arduous task of balancing 
the budget of the republic.

000 franes less than in the year 1885. The theory 
has been broached that as men got on in life they 
smoke less, for the reason that they gradually be- 
come so saturated with nicotine that they cannot 
hold any more. This would not, however. explain 
the diminution, seeing that the place of old men is 
taken by the rising generation. So the theory is 
pushed still further, and it is argued that, as the 
process of absorption of nicotine goes on from gen- 
e:ation to generation, the sons of smokers are not 
able to consume so much tobacco as the children 
of non-smokers. Oddly enough, the diminution of 
consumption is only in smoking tobaceo, while as 
much snuff issold as formerly.

Why Barnum Wants $100,000 for the Loss 
of the Elephant. 
From the New York Sun. 

The case of Rarnum and HUntehiason, the 
ciieus men, arainst the Grand Trunk railway com- 
pany for the kiliing of the elephant Jumbo will be 
tried in part IlI, of the supreme conrt, before 
Judge Patterfou, on next Monday. The two show- 
men are suing for #100.000, Jumbo was killed at5St. 
Thomas, Canada,on the night of September 15, 
1885, and was twenty four years old atihe time of 
bis death. He was a wonderfully inteliigent and 
sagacious animal, and was kvown throughout the 
civilized world as the largest living curiosity of 
the animal kingdom. He was captured in Africa 
when only four yearsold, andin June 1355, was 
taken to the Zoological gardens, Regent pars, 
London, Engiand, where for nearly twenty years 
he was a fayorite with every visitor to the garden, 
He was the children’s especial delight, and never 
seemed more happy than when he had hali a 
dozen on his back. 

Barnum suceeededin buying himin 1582, and 
sent bimito America, The citizens of London 
were so attached to him that they even got out an 
injunction and tried to restrain the authorities 
from allowing the elephantto be shipped away. 
For the twenty years that Jumbo had been in cap- 
tivity his keeper had never been separated from 
him for twelve hours atatime. They were insep- 
arable companions. The keeper had often said 
that death would be the only thing that could part 
them.

Suddenly, and without warning, a 
freight train was heard thundering along from the 
east. Hardly had the sound reached the ears of 
the people when the headlight from the engine 
shot around a bendin the road. Arkenstall, who 
first saw the train, yelled to Scott at the top of his 
lungs, ‘‘Scctt, for God sake turn Jumbo. Here 
comes a traiu!”’ 

Jumbo was facing toward the coming train. 
Scott tried to drive him down the embankment, 
but it looked too steep for him and he would not 
go.

His keeper ran to his 
side, and thinking that he was more scared than 
hurt, trie@ torevive him by pouring water dowa 
his throat. But he was dying. 

When Scott learned the truth he threw himself 
upon hisold friend, tried to encircle his ponder- 
ous neck with his arms, and wept like a child. 
The force of the collision was so great that the en- 
gine, tender and forward trucks of the first freight 
car were thrown from the track. Both the fireman 
and engineer han jumped from the engine just be- 
fore the collision and saved themselves. The en- 
gineer said he was running a ‘‘wild cat” train, or 
airainrunning on no scedule time,and did not 
see the elephant until he was right on him. Queen 
and Gypsy were thrown down the embankment, 
but received no serious injuries. The baby ele- 
phant’s leg was broken. 

Crowds of people gathered. Many were affected 
to tears by the griefof Jumbo’s keeper. Mr. Ark- 
enstall said that if Jumbo had not stopped to save 
the baby elephat he could have reached the open- 
ingintime to have been out of the wayof the 
train. 

Subsequently Mr. Barnum had the hide taken 
from Jumbo and hisskeleton mounted. The skele- 
ton has been exhibitedin his shows ever since. 
Scott has never recovered from the death of his old 
friend of twenty years. When Barnum was winter- 
ing his animals at Bridgeport, Conn., the last win- 
ter, Ecott slept underthe skeleton of Jumbo and 
refuses even row to leave it. There are rumors 
that it will be presented to the Smithonian istitute 
at Washington. If so, Scott says he will accompa- 
ny it there, where he can see and be near it. 

The lawsuit was brought against the Grand Trunk 
railway company last year, but was adjourned.-The 
company offered $15,000 to Barnum, but if was re- 
fused. They claimtbatthe elephant was worth 
no more, and was bought from the London author- 
ifies, who gave him up on account of his vicious- 
ness, ata low price.

“Mark Twain then responded to the toast to 
‘The Camp Fire.’ He was greeted with cheers and 
ey; plausre.

It 
takes the battle of Boonville, fought near » y, about 
the date of our slaughter, and shouts its teeth 
leore cver it, and yet never even mentions Ours, 
doecn’t even call it an ‘affair; doesn’t calt i 
enything at all; never even heard of ~ it. 
Whereas, whst are the facts? Why, these: 
In the battle of Boonville there were 
two thovsand men engaged on the tnion side, an i 
about as many on the other—supposed to be. The 
carualties, ali told, were two men killed: and aot 
all of these were killed outright, only halt of 
them, for the other man died in hospital next day. 
I know that, because his great-uncle was second 
cousin to my grandfather, who spoke three lan- 
guages, and was perfectiy honorable aud upright, 
though he had warts ali over him, and used to— 
but never mind about that, the facts are just as I 
say,andicanprove it. Twomen killedin that 
battle of Boonville, that’s the whole result, All 
the others got away—on both sides. Now, then, 
in our battle there were just fifteen men engaged. 
on our side—all brigadier generals but me, andi 
was a second lieutenant. Of the other side there 
was one man. He wasastranger. We killed him. 
It was night, and we thought he wasan army of 
observation; he looked like an armyof observa- 
tion—in fact, he looked bigger thanan army of 
observation would in the daytime; and some 
of us believed he was tryingto surround us, 
and some thought he was goipg to try to 
turn our position, and soweshot him, Poor fel- 
low, he probably wasn'tan army of observation 
after all but that wasn’t our fault; as I say, he 
bad all the look ofitinthat dim light. It was a 
sorrowful circumstance, but he took the chances 
of war, and he drew the wrong card; he overesti- 
mated his fighting strength, and he suffered the 
likely result; but he fell asthe brave should fall— 
wih his face to the foe and‘feet to the fiecli—so ve 
buried him with the honorsof war and took his 
things. £0 began and ended the only battle in 
the history of the world where the opposing foree 
was utterly exterminated—swept from the face of 
the earth—to the last man. And yet, you don’t 
know the name of that battie: you don’t even 
know the name ofthat man. Now, then, for the 
argument. Suppose I had continuedia the war, 
and goneon as I began, and exterminated tie 
opposing force every time—every two weeks— 
where would your war have been? Why, you see 
yourself, ihe conflict would have been too one- 
sided. ‘here was but one honorable course for me 
to pursue, and I pursued it. I withdrew to priv- 
ate life, -and gave the union causecachance. There, 
now, you have the whole thing, ina nutshell): i! 
was not my presence inthe civil warthat deter- 
mined that tremendous contest—it was my retire- 
ment from it that brought the crash. It left 
the confecerate side i100 weak. Aud yet, 
wken I stop and think, I can notregret my course 
Ne, when I look abroad over this hapoy land, with 
iis wounds healed and its emnities forgotten: this 
reunited sisterhood of majestic states; tie freest of 
free commonweaiths thesnun in his course siines 
upon; this country natmable in history or tradition 
where amanisg @ man and manhood the oaly 
royalty;-this people ruled by the jostest and whole. 
somest laws and government yet devised by the 
wisdom jof men;this mightiest ot the civilize! 
empires of the earth, innumbers, in prosperity, in 
progress and in promise; and reflect that there is 
no north, no south any more, but that as in “theold 
time, itis now and will remain forever, in the 
hearts and speech of Americans, our land, our 
country, our giant empire,and the fiag floating 
in its firmament our flag, I would not wis it other- 
wise.

He Gets an Increased Pension With Arrears, 
Kut the News of it Kills Him, 
From the New York Sun. 

Thomas Shanley, or Blind Tom, as he wa3 
commonly called, a government pensioner, whose 
only home was Peter Malanifi’s saloon at 307 Mott 
Street,. was Officially informed on Saturday that his 
application for an increased pemion under one of 
the new pension laws had been granted, and that 
$72 a month, in place of $24, and between $5,000 and 
$7,000 of back pay would be paid tohim, Blind 
Tom lost his sight through the explosion of a shell 
by accident while fighting on the frontier against 
Indians, under General Terry. He was an Irish- 
man, and as a British soldier, served in the Crimea, 
He came to this country after the civil war and en- 
tered the federal service. He was an orderly ser- 
geant when he was blinded and ob ized t3 quit sol- 
Ciering. He was too old to acquire any of tke 
traces that are open to the blind, so that he was 
obliged to live on the $24 a month, which was his 
original pension, and as his enforced idleness re- 
sulted in his making hishome at saloons, much of 
this went for liauor. 

When he learned of the increased income and 
considerable fortune that were coming to him, he 
planned to visit Ireland with a sister who lives at 
265 Tenth avenue, and sfter their return he had 
intended to establish herin a comfortable flat. She 
was the only person toshare his good fortune, as 
he was a bachelor, and ali his other relatives were 
dead. He was to receive a check for his back pay 
yesterday, soon Tuesday night he got clean linen 
and berrowed a needle to mend a tear in his trous- 
ers in order to look presentable when he went to 
the pension office. 

He was apparently all right when Mr. Malaniff 
left him preparing to seep on the floor of his 
saloon at midnight, but when morning came he 
was dead.. He had died either of epilepsy, to which 
he was subject, or from the effects of the liqti¢r he 
had drunk to celebrate his good fortune. He was 
about £5 years old. 


TWO STRANGE CREATURES. 


An Ant-Eater and a Penguin Arrive ia the 
Quaker City. 

A Philadelphia special says: The rare collec- 
tion of animals at the Zoological garden was today 
erriched by twospecimens which, if they live, will 
enjoy the proud distinction of having no counter- 
perts in this country. The first is the black-footed 
penguin and the other the tacky-glosens hystrix 
orant-eating echidna. The first is a cenuiné bird 
that cannot fly, and the other a four-footed land 
animal that layseggs. The echidna is considered 
by naturalists one of the rarest and most peculiar 
creations of the animal kingdom. The specimen 
of the Zoo, except a stuffed one at the Academy of 
Natural Sciences, is the only one in America, and 
was brought direct from Australia, where it was 
captured. It is about the size of an ordinary por- 
copine, which it greatly resembles, being covered 
with long quills, but it hasabill-shaped nose near- 
ly three inches long, from which protrudes a nar- 
row tongue six inchesin length, Itsmouth is ex- 
ceedingly small and it hasno teeth. Its legs are 
short and powerful and its feet are armed with 
thick claws that can burrow so rapidly that ‘the 
auimal can almost instantaneously disappear in 
the earth. Unlike other burrowing animals he 
burrows with all four feet at orce, and instead of 
going head first, he gracefally sinks into the earth 
with his spine curved and bristling with a formid- 
able ermorof quills. Om‘ its right hind leg is a 
sharp spur, similar to a fighting cock’s, thrae inch- 
eslong. A little canal, connecting with a gland, 
runs through it and keeps {t enpplied with a pois- 
onous liquid, which is said to nce instantane- 
ous death. The most featare of this 
strange Creature, however, is that it regularly lags 
eggs of a dark hue. When on its native

There ure se- 
cret societies in our colleges that have letters 
of the Greek alphabet for their nomenclature, 
ard their members are at the very 
front in scholarship -and  irreproach- 
able in morals, while thore are 
others the scene of carousal, and they gamble, 
and they drink, and they graduate knowing a 
hur dred times more about sin than they do of 
geometry and Sophocles. In other words, so 
cret societies, like individuals, are good or bad, 
are the means of moral health or of temporal 
and eternal damnation. All good people recog- 
nize the vice of slandering an individual, but 
sea do not see the sin of slandering an organ- 
zation. 


There are old sccret societies in this and 
other countries, some of them centuries old, 
Which have been widely denounced as immoral 
and damaging in their influence; yet I have 
hundreds of personal friends who belong to 
them—friends who are consecrated to 
God; pillars in the church; faithfai 
in all relations of life; examples o 
virtue and piety. They are the kind of friends 
whom I would have for my executors if I am so 
bappy as to leave anything for my household 
at the time of decease, and they are the men 
whom I would have carry me out to the last 
sleep when.] am dead. You canuot make me 
believe that they would belong to bad institu- 
tions. The are the men who would 
stamp on anything iniquitous, and I would 
certainly rather take their testimony in regard 
to such societiesthan the testimony of those 
who, having been sworn in as members, by 
their assault upon the suciety confess them- 
selves perjurers, One of these secret societies 
gave for the relief of the sick in 1573, in this 
country, $1,490,274. Some of those societies 
baye poured a very heaven of sunshine 
and benediction into the home 
of suffering. Severalof them are founded on 
fidelity to good citizenship and the Bible. I 
have never taken one of their degrees. They 
might give me the gripa thousand times, 
and I would’ not recognize it. I am igno: 
rant of their psss words, andI must 
judge entirely from the outside. 
But Christ has given us a rule by 
which we may judge not only ali individuals, 
but all societies, seeret and open. “By their 
fruits ye shall know them.” Bad societies 
make bad men, Good societies mike good 
men. A bad man will not stayina good so- 
ciety. A good man will not stay in a bad g0- 
ciety. ben try all secret societies by two or 
three rules, 

Test the first: Their influence on homo, if 
you havea home. That wife soon loses her 
influence over her husband who nervously and 
foolishly looks upon all eveningabsence as an 
eesauit on domesticity. How are the greaten- 
terprises of reform, and art, and literature, and 
beneficence and public weal to be carried on if 
every man isto have his world bounded on 
cone side by his front door stap, 
and on the other side by his back window, 
knowing nothing higher than his own attic or 
lower than his own cellar? That wife who bo- 
comes jealous of her husband’s attention to art 
or literature, or religion or charity, is breaking 
her own sceptre of conjugal power. I know 
an instance where a wife thought that her 
husband was givivg too many nights to 
Christian service, to 
prayer meetings, and to religious convocation. 
She systematically decoyed him away until 
pow he attends no church, waits upon no 
charitable institution, and ison a rapid way to 
desiruction, his morals gone, his money gone, 
end I] fear hissoul gone. Let any Christian 
wife rejoice when her husband consecrates 
evenings tothe service of humanity, and of 
Gcd, or charity, or art, or anything elevating. 

Sut let no man sacrifice home life to secret 
ecricty life,as many do. I can point out to 
you a great many names of men who are guilty 
ofthis sacrilege. They are as genial as angels 
at the society room, andas ugly assin at 
home. They are generous on all subjects 
of wine suppers, yachts and fast horses, 
but they are stingy about the 
wives’ dresses and the children’s shoes. That 
man has made that, which might be a health 
jul influence, a usurper of his affections, anc 
he has married it, and he is guilty of mora 
bigamy. Under this process, the wife, what- 
ever ber features, becomes uninteresting an:

‘I will give four 
of these nights to the improvement and euter- 
tainment of my family, either at home or in 
geod neighborhood, I will devote one to char- 
itable institutions. I will devote one to my 
lodge.” 

I congratulate you. Here is a man who says: 
“Out of the six secular nights of the week I 
will devote five to lodges and clubs and asso- 
ciaticns and one to the home, which night I 
will spend in scowling like a March squall, 
wishing I was out spending itas I have spent 
the other five.” That man’s obituary is writ- 
ten. Not one out of ten thousand that 
ever gets so far on the wrong road 
ever stops. Graduaily his health will fail 
through Jate hours, and through too much 
stimulants he will be first-rate prey for erysipe- 
las or rheumatism of the heart. The dostor 
coming in, will at a glance see it is not only 
present disease he must fight but 
years of fast living.

“No; why?’ asked a CoNsTITUTION reporter. 

Now the commis- 
sioners are doubtless some of our most worthy 
citizens, and the officers employed by them are 
slso, doubtless, good men, seeking to promote 
the interest of thework in their charge. But they 
certainly do romethings thatare distasteful to 
our people and seem queer, not to use any 
barsher term. Some time since they reauired 
every consumér of water to put in a meter, 
and now they claim that a great deal less wa- 
ter isused.

Ought not an officer to stand a‘ 
each fount and require an affidavit as to the 
use to be made of the water? 
Colonel Baum, some weeks since, 
urged the people to use as much artesian wa- 
ter as possible, becanse the supply is inex- 
haustible, and because us3 makes it better. 
But now comes the commissioners and limits 
its use to drinking purposes, in order that, we 
suppose, the engineer may sleep at night. And 
yet the people pay the commissioners’ salary 
and other expenses. Our worthy mayor has 
given us some vetoes, and ought he not to 
give it his prompt and vigorous veto?”

during the services at the First Baptist church 
yesterday morning. 

After Dr. Hawthorne had entertained his 
congregation with one of his most interesting 
and entertaining discourses he announced that 
he wanted to make ups handsome contribution 
for the Home Mission Board of the Southern 
Daptist convention. He then asked who wonld 
be first to name his contribution. Several 
wealthy and influential members of the church 
arose and announced that they would 
give somuch. Between each announcement 
there was that silence which is usual upon 
such occasion, Finally"someone in the ex- 
treme rear portion of the church arose and in a 
clear, loud voice, easily heard by everybody in 
the church, said: 

‘Brother Hawthorne, if you will catch R. H.

DEFENDING HIS CHURCH 


MR. BARRETT, OF ST. LUK®’S, 
PREACHES ASERMON. 


In Avswer tothe Ancient Witticiem That the Bpisc>- 
pal Church Hae Nothingto Do With Politics or 
Religion—An Able and Interesting Dis- 
course— What the Church Has Done 


St Luke’s cathedral was crowded at the 
morving service yesterday. The choristers 
sang particularly well. Rev. R. 8. Barrett 
preached from St. Matthew: 7: 21. He said: 

A correspondent writing recently in THe ConsrTi- 
TUTION repeats the ancient witticism that ought to 
be feeble now from sheer old age; “he likes the 
Episcopel church becauseit has nothing todo 
with politics or religion.’’ This venerable jest is 
kept alive by the truth thatiginit. A trath and 
alie linked together are likeacork and a hook 
on the same line. The truth keeps the lie afloat 
and the he catches the fools. 

Itis most true that the Episcopal church has 
nothing to do with politics. The most strained re- 
lations, the intensest feeling, the wildest storm of 
political passion affect this church no more than 
the wild waves disturb the calm of the deep sea. 
Look at the Episcopal church in.those days of hot 
heart burnings and terrible strife within our mem- 


ory. 

in 185 tthe’ general ; 
together as though nothing had 
happened. Churchmen from Georgia and 
Massachusetts shook hands and the work went on 
without a question, withoutajar Wasthis in- 
difference? Were Jefferson Lavisana Chief Jus- 
tice Chase and General Hancock and Joe Johnston 
and Robert E. Lee indifferent? These meu were 
Episcopalians. It was not indifference; but a rec- 
ognition of the principle that the Episcopal church 
has nothing to do with politics, but that her do- 
main is religion and nothing else. 

But our ancient jester says this church has noth- 
ing todo with religion. Let us see. What is re- 
ligion? One tuinks it is regular attendance upon 
confession and other requirementsofthe church. 
Another thinks it is ascetic severity. Another 
thinks religion is the glib recital upon street cor- 
ners of happy experiences and ecstatic visions. 
Another thinks it is loyalty to certain traditions of 
Oliver Cromwell’s protectorate; the using of the 
stereotyped religious phraseology of the ‘‘Bare- 
bones parliement,’’ orthe abstaining from those 
particular amusements which Charles II. most en- 
joyed. Others think of religion as the sub- 
mission of the will to God; the con 
secration of man's whole nature, his amusements. 
his tastes, his pleasures too—the consecration of 
alJ, not the destruction of any part of his life. Thus 
mcn differ about the definition of religion; thus 
oue thinks little of the religion of another who 

ronounces not his shibolethor performs not his 
avorite virtue. 

1. Thus one man’ thinks the Episcopaliaus are 
not religious because they donot talk about their 
religion and proclaim aioud their professions to 
the world. If we are wrongin this, we have at 
least the injunction of Christ that we must not let 
our left hand know what our right hand doeth. We 
remember texts in the/Good Book about the Father 
who seeth in secret. And the loud professioas of 
Simon Peter, “1 will die with the!’ with its echo, 
“T know not the man; and the hosaunas of Palm 
Sunday, with theirrad Good Friday antithesis, 
“Crucify Him!'’ These recollections make us hes- 
itate fo make many professions but rather to work 
on for God and say very little about it. 

2. Some person3imagine the Esiscopalians not 
very ré ligious because we - fualminate 
no anathemas upon those particuniar popular 
amusements which Puritanism has latd under the 
ban. This subject I shall discuss next Sunday. It 
is enough now to say that we recognize no author- 
ity in Puritan tradition to define the forms of our 
recreation and pleasure. To Divine law we bow, 
but not to 17th century interpret .tion of it. = 

3. Some people imagine we are not religious be- 
cause we Go not use a certain religious phraseolo- 
gy that hasa holy sound. We do not say ‘Brother 
Biank’”’ and “Sabbath’’ and the like. Well, all 
thatis passing away. These things did not make 
tLose great and good men the Puritaus, great and 
good. Andif we will follow them let us emulate 
their moral strength and manly vigor and not im- 
itate their nasal twarg or their sanctimonious 
aspect or their cant. 

i Some people imagine that the Episcopal 
church is not religious, because it attends s9 close- 
ly to its own business. To this I say that 
our plan is systematic, complete and symmetrical 
and thet experience has taught us that 4 
our business will best be done by our doing it. 
My own experience is that while much capital is 
made on so called exclusiveness, yet the Episcopal 
church gets on as well with her neighbors as any 
other, has as few quarrels with them, says as few 
hard things about them, and sympathizes as much 
with them as any other church; and yet atteuds to 
her own business. Did you ever hear an Episco- 
palian say that the other churches haye nothin 
to do with politics or religion? I have persona 
knowledge of thousands, yes millions of dollars, 
that Episcopalians have given away outside of their 
own church, An Episcopalian endowed a Metho- 
dist college, and during the last year the largest 
giftstothe Y. M.C. A. and the American Buble 
society were by members of this church. Thais 
may not teem as religious as fraternal greetings 
and tears, butit is also not as cheap 

h, But what, you ask, has the Eoiscopal churey 
done to prove its religion’ Sne has given to the 
world men of lofty character. Her men mayen: 
joy life and love it; they may not havetheunctious 
cemeanor of others, but they are just as corre?t in 
business, just as fair in trade, just as converted in 
their pocket-books, just as patrivtic to their country, 
just as true to their friends aud just asloyaitothair 
God as any Mau in the world. Our women maybe 
cheerful, they may dress the best they can, they 
may be even gay; but they are just as vi ti- 
ous, just as charitable. just as gentle, just 
as pious as apy women that God ever made. Yes, 
no church can point to more men whocombine 
goodness with their greatness than this church, In 

oetry, She bas her Wordsworth and Tennyson; in 
iterature, her Addison and Irving; in the forum, 
Horatio Seymour and William Giadstone; in war, 
her Wellington, her Washington and her Lee. 

6. The agnostic George Miin recently said that 
one of the strongholds of Christianity 
was its religious hy mos. Aud the 
best hymns, those good old hymns that 
have warmed the heart and elevated the piety of 
the world are the product of the Episcopalchurch. 
The idea of any man having the andacity to say 
that church has nothing to do with religion which 
gave him ‘ Rock of Ages’ and “Jesus Loverof My 
Soul!’ Theingratitude to say it of the church 
which gave him ‘‘The Long Metre Doxology” and 
“Greenland’s Icy Mountains.”’. Such a man ought 
to,be prohibited from singing ‘‘A Charge to Keep 
I Mave’ and ‘‘There Is a Fuuntain Filled with 
blood” and “I Would Not Live Alway,” and all 
the rest of the grand old hymus which have come 
from the Episcopal church 

7.€0 we might mention the work that this church 
is doing today for the study of God’s word. Any 
minister in Atlanta will tell you that the world 
knows no greater biblical scholars than Lighttoot, 
Filicott, Westeott, Hort, Geikie, Farrar and French. 
This galaxy of Episcopalians has no superior, if it 
bas any equal. 

8 And where were the Episcopalians at the 
reformation? Were they not at the tront of the 
battle?’ Perhaps itis only a coincidence, but yet 
it is true, that there were eight great leaders at the 
reformation—four Episcopalians and four non- 
Episcopalians. The four non-Episcopalians, Lu- 
ther, Calvin, Melancthon and Knox died in their 

The four Episcopal leaders, |Cranmer, Lati- 
mer, Ridley and Hooper died at the stake. Were 
they notatthe front of the battle? Was there no 
religion in that? 

y. Foreign mission work is regarded a religious 
thing. Our latest statistics arejfor 1385. In that year 
of the $9,000,000 given Ly Protestants the world 
over, the Episcopal church gave $3,030,000. The 
hundreds of churches gaye two-thirds. This one 
church, with no religion, gave one-third. I get 
there figures from non-Episcopal sources. We have 
71 missionary bishops ana 3,000 other missionaries; 
and today South America, Africa, Asia and the 
sea-girt isles _ their voices with 
ours in a gla “Te deum laudamus.”’ 
But last year a missionary of this church 
Bishop Hannington, suffered martyrdom in central 
Africa—a brave, true, generous, warm-hearted 
Christian, whose blood cries out against the man 
se would cast a shur upon the church he loved so 
well. 

10. I have no time to speak of the hundreds of 
hospitals, orphan asylums and other charitable in- 
stitutions which this church has erected and en- 
dowed. It is true they are quiet, unobstrusive 
places, but they feed the hungry, clothe the naked, 
shelter the homeless, nurse the sick, comfort the 
sorrowing, sooth the dying pillow and give a tear to 
the stranger’s grave. ‘I here is little noise or sensa- 
tion about them, but, afterall, there was but little 
of that about Jesus Christ, who went about doing
